Important 
Action Taken 
Quickly— 
Decisive Vote of 263 to 
17—-Few 
Dissenting Voices—No Excitement 
Displayed Over the Barcelonia Ri­ 
ots—Washington News. 
Washington, March 3.—W ith only lit- 
• tie more than an hour’s debate the 
house on Monday adopted the Cuban 
resolutions reported by Chairman Hitt 
of the foreign affairs committee last 
Thursday afternoon. 
The resolutions 
are as follows: 
“Resolved, by the house of represen­ 
tatives (the senate concurring), That 
in the opinion of congress a state of 
public war exists in Cuba, the parties 
to which 
are entitled 
to belligerent 
rights, and the United States should 
observe a strict neutrality between the 
belligerents. 
“Resolved, That congress deplores 
the destruction of life and property 
caused by the war now raging on the 
island, and, believing that the only 
perm anent 
solution 
of the contest 
equally in the interest of Spain, the 
people of Cuba and other nations would 
be in the establishment of a govern­ 
m ent by the choice of the people of Cu­ 
ba, it is the sense of congress that the 
government of the United States should 
use its good offices and friendly influ­ 
ence to that end. 
“Resolved, That the United States 
has not intervened in struggles between 
- any European governments and their 
colonies on this continent, but from the 
very close relations between the people 
of the United States and those of Cuba 
in consequence of it3 proximity and the 
•extent of the commerce between the 
two peoples, the present war is entail­ 
ing such losses upon the people of the 
United States that congress is of opin­ 
ion that the government of the United 
States should be prepared to protect the 
legitimate interests of Americans by 
intervention, if necessary.” 
Secretary Olney had received a cable 
message from Minister Taylor in Mad­ 
rid saying that the minister of state 
-had called to express deep regrets for 
the mob violence at Barcelona, and that 
the Spanish 
government 
had taken 
every precaution to guard the legation 
and 
American 
m inister’s residence. 
W ith such explanations there was an 
end to the excitement over the Barce­ 
lona affair. 
It was nearly 2 o’clock when the 
bouse had the resolutions before it and 
Chairman H itt moved to limit the de­ 
bate to thirty minutes, but changed his 
motion for an hour and ten minutes, 
divided equally between the two sides 
to the question. This was agreed to. 
Mr. H itt opened the debate with a ten- 
m inute discussion in which he held 
strictly to an explanation of the reso­ 
lutions and the propriety of adopting 
some expression 
which 
would be in 
keeping with diplomatic intercourse be­ 
tween two nations. Spain having rec­ 
ognized the southern confederacy be­ 
fore the battle of Bull Run was fought, 
she could not take offense at the United 
States for recognizing a state of war in 
Cuba a full year after it had begun. 
Congressman McCreary of Kentucky 
opposed the resolutions because they 
did not go far enough. He wanted rec­ 
ognition of the independence of Cuba. 
Congressman Adams of Pennsylva­ 
nia was allowed twelve minutes, and 
Sulzer of New York ten minutes. 
Congressman Turner of Georgia made 
the first argument against congress tak­ 
ing up the question. He criticised the 
committee for making no report ex­ 
plaining why it presented such reso­ 
lutions and argued that congress was 
not in possession of sufficient informa­ 
tion to w arrant it in taking such action. 
Mr. Smith (rep., Mich.), a member of 
the foreign affairs committee, urged 
the passage of the resolutions in a 
strong speech. 
He expressed the hope 
th a t in the future the Spanish people 
would join with France and America 
in upholding the most advanced senti­ 
m ents in the 
civilized 
world, pro­ 
claimed by republicans now and for­ 
ever guaranteed. 
Mr. Boutelle was granted three min­ 
utes by Mr. Tucker, in charge of the 
opposition. “I have grave doubts.” he 
said, “as to the expediency or propriety 1 
of the house of representatives adopt­ 
ing under a suspension of the rules a 
practical declaration of war against a 
power with 
which wre 
are now 
at 
peace. I do not say that the adoption 
of these resolutions 
will 
necessarily 
produce war. I say that it is the en­ 
tering wedge." 
Mr. 
Cummings 
(dem., N. Y.) ex­ 
pressed surprise at the ground of Mr. 
Boutelle’s objections. 
If he had read 
the proclamations of Gen. Weyler he 
had all of the information that was de- 
sired. 
After some brief 
remarks by 
Mr. 
McCall and Mr. Moody (both of Mass.), 
republicans, against precipitate action, 
Mr. Tucker (dem., Va.) secured the floor 
and closed for 
the opposition. 
The 
resolutions, he argued, were contrary 
to our well-settled and historic policy 
of non-interferencc 
in the 
domestic 
concerns of other nations. 
Mr. H itt closed the debate with the 
general assurance that we were not 
on the brink of war, and in support 
of his assertion he read to the house 
a copy of the cablegram received by 
the state department 
from 
Minister 
Taylor at Madrid. 
On the demand of Mr. Cummings the 
vote was taken by yeas 
and 
nays. 


Those who Voted’in the negative were: 
Atwood, Boutelle, Gillett, Grout, Mc­ 
Call (Mass.), Moody, Simpkins, W alker 
(Va.), W right, republicans; and Black 
(Ga.), Cobb (Ala.), Culberson, Elliott 
(S. C.), Harrison, Russell (Ga.), Tucker 
(Va.), Turner (Ga.), democrats. 
The 
resolutions were adopted—263 to 17. 
The house then went into committee 
of the wrhole and resumed consideration 
of the legislative appropriation bill. 
The bill to abolish the fee system was 
offered as an amendment to the bill, 
but without action the committee rose, 
and at 4:50 o’clock the house adjourned.

The bill as 
passed authorizes the addition of 1,000 
enlisted men to tho navy, the enlisting 
for not more than two years of the 
naval militia forces in case of emer­ 
gency, and the chartering of transport 
ships in case of emergency. The bill 
passed under the five-minute rule and 
by unanimous vote.

passed, which establishes a retired list 
for the revenue marine service, similar 
to the retirement system of the army 
and navy. Most of the day was given 
to the senate calendar, and many mi­ 
nor bills were passed. 
A resolution by Mr. Allen (Neb.) was 
agreed to, calling on the secretary of 
the treasury for information on the 
earnings of the Pacific railroads from 
the time of their organization. 
The bill was passed to prevent tho 
carrying of obscene literature and ar­ 
ticles designed for indecent and im­ 
moral use from one state or territory 
to another. 
The bill to prevent the desecration of 
the national flag was made the special 
order for Friday next at 2 o’clock. 
The house resolutions on Cuba were 
reported and on motion of Mr. Lodge 
were referred to the committee on for­ 
eign relations. 


SCHEM E FO R PACIFIC ROADS. 


Death List in New England Reaches 
Six, and May Be Increased—Heavy 
Rain Followed by a Blizzard—Dam­ 
age in New York State—Checked 
by Cold. 


Boston, Mass., March 3.—The freshet 
throughout New England 
has 
done 
damage beyond estimate. The rain has 
fallen steadily for seventy-two hours, 
and Monday night a howling blizzard 
set in. Railroad travel in all directions 
is suspended, Portland being the far­ 
thest point reached to the 
eastward, 
Lowell to the north and Providence to 
the south and west. 
All railroads have been heavy suffer­ 
ers, and in nearly all mill towns the 
factories have been forced to shut down, 
rendering idle fully 500,000 operatives. 
The property losses thus far reported 
will aggregate $10,000,000, and this is 
believed to represent less than half the 
damage wrought, for all places in the 
extreme north and east of the states

SHORT SESSION OF THE BLACK 
RIVER FALLS COURT. 


Mr. M orrison O u tlines a

Washington, March 3.—The house 
.committee on Pacific railroads gave a 
hearing Monday to L. J. Morrison of 
New York, the attorney for holders of 
about $5,000,000 of Union Pacific first- 
mortgage bonds. The plan he outlines 
proposes to provide funds for the satis­ 
faction of the first and second mort­ 
gages by issues of bonds based on the 
present rates of earnings of the roads, 
for which the junior interest would be 
compelled to subscribe. 
Three com­ 
missioners would be appointed by the 
president, who would obtain decrees of 
foreclosure on the Central and Union 
Pacific and purchase the roads in trust 
for a company or companies, to consist 
of the present creditors and stockhold­ 
ers, who subscribe to the plan and 
issue new mortgage bonds bearing a 
lower rate of interest than their prior 
liens and based on the earnings of the 
companies, the new issues to include 
the amounts of the first-mortgage bonds 
and the sum secured by the government 
liens. 
Mr. Morrison thought he could guar­ 
antee that responsible parties would 
agree to carry out this 
plan, 
which 
would require $167,000,000 of bonds. He 
also declared that the hand of the Van­ 
derbilts was to be seen in the present 
proceedings.

IS NOT A JUST ONE 


TAX 
PAYER M AKES SUGGES­ 
TION TO SU PERV ISO RS. 


U ses Caustic W ords in Regard to the 
Resolution 
Recently Passed, and 
Calls Attention to the Tramp Evil, 
W hich Goes Unnoticed by 
Tha 
Body. 


E ditor G a z e t t e— The county board 
of supervisors resently spent some 
time, for which the tax payers paid 
cheerfully, in reprim anding Hod. M. 
M. Phelps, judge of the municipal 
court of this county, for sending a 
num ber of 
persons to the county 
house, instead of to the county jail. 
It is true the law gives the court a 
discretion as to th e place of confine­ 
m ent in certain cases, but the judge 
should not exercise it. 
As I remem­ 
ber the cases, there were four. 
The 
offenders were women, charged with 
vagrancy, incapacitated by disease, 
age and overwork and needing the 
com forts of a home and the care of a 
physician. Of course the judge should 
have sentenced them to jail, where 
they would not receive such care 
or comforts. U nfortunately, however, 
he has a heart th a t feels for the poor 
and the weak, and for th at he was 
properly reprimanded. 
It is doubtful 
w hether it coe4 s more to take care of 
such creatures a t the county house 
th an a t the jail, but th a t cuts no fig­ 
ure. 
People have no right to grow 
old and poor and friendless a t the 
same time. 
If they do, they should 
be disgraced, and made to feel the 
misery aud degradation of their con­ 
dition. 
Judge Phelps is a christian 
gentlem an, whose impulses and acts 
do him honor everywhere except in 
the court room. 
He needs a marble 
h eart when on duty there. 
I respect­ 
fully refer him to the treatm ent ac­ 
corded to paupers by Mr. Bumble, the 
Beadle, and his associates, who were 
made famous by Dickens, in Oliver 
Tw ist. 
There is another m atter to which 
the board should pay some attention. 
Its failure to do so in the past has ex­ 
cited some criticism, because the facti 
have been notorious for two or three 
years a t least. 
I refer to the m anner 
In which tram ps are collected and 
nursed and committed to the jail from 
Clinton. 
Every highway and the rail­ 
w ay tracks leading into the village 
are watched for tram ps w ith a vigi­ 
lance th a t never flags. 
Even the 
boys who lorm erly made a few pen­ 
nies gathering up and selling scrap 
iron and brass have deserted th a t 
business and are engaged as pick* ts 
and scouts for the officers, who pay 
them so much a head for all 
the 
tram ps they discover. 
When arrested 
the officers, tram ps are treated 
courteously, fed sumptuously, taken 
taken before a m agistrate and com­ 
m itted to the county jail and the tax 
payers foot the bills. 
It is safe to 
assert 
from 
w hat 
the 
tram ps 
say 
themselves, 
th a t 
n o t one in ten committed wish to go 4 o 
jail, but 
are anxious to 
leave the 
county as soon as possible. 
They are 
made the victims of enforced hosp - 
tality , because it pays the officers, 
W hen the tram ps do not wish to go to 
ja il 
an officer accompanies them, 
w hen they do, the oomnritment is de­ 
livered to them. 
The 
foregoing is 
n e t fiction, it is truth, and they go to 
ja il 
alone. 
During 
the time be­ 
tw een November 15,1895, and Janua­ 
ry 15, 
1S96, the Olinton 
officials 
earned, and were paid by the coomy, 
about the Gum of five hundred and 
twenty-seven dol'ars in fees, realised 
from the tram p industry. 
This Bom, 
it is safe to say, s nearly tw enty times 
more than 
was earned by all the 
re st of the officials in the county dur­ 
ing the 
same 
tim e on account of 
tram ps. 
It seems to me th a t 
it is 
tim e for the county board to 
act in 
th e m atter. 
Reject such bills. 
Let 
us have a law suit or two to show up 
th e true state of things.

Glad He Came To Janesville.

Sharp, of Dodge county, whose sub­ 
ject was *‘Rotation of Crops.”

mr a "snccatosh” of oats and wheat.
